The "Nationale Liga" ie to be an elite group and not any mass augment. However, 
the "NL" wishee to participate in the next parliamentary elections and Dr. Slavik 
hopes to be able to : ut a rather large number of delegates into the National A saem- 
bly. Slavik did not opacify the significance of the expression "to revolutionise 
the entire political system." The relations of the "NL" with the Soviet occupation 
powers do not go through the CP, but rather are direct. Slavik said ha has direct 
relations with the Soviet officers. The financing of the NL is done by the USIA.
